Protecting Our Drinking Water 














On Thursday, Gov. Cooper vetoed House Bill 56, arguing that the legislation only symbolically 
addresses unregulated, emerging contaminants in North Carolina's drinking water. HB 56 does not 
provide resources to state agencies whose mission is to protect drinking water from illegal chemicals. 
The bill also unduly rolls back environmental protections regarding landfills, river basins and beaches. 

"This cynical legislation fails to address the concerns of families in the Cape Fear region and does 
nothing to protect drinking water statewide going forward," said Gov. Cooper.

NC Joins U.S. Climate Alliance 











This week, Gov. Cooper announced that North Carolina will join the U.S. Climate Alliance, a bipartisan 
coalition currently made of 15 states that are committed to reducing their share of U.S. greenhouse 
gas emissions.

Cooper said. "So much of North Carolina's economy relies on protecting our treasured natural 
resources, and I'm committed to maintaining the quality of their air we breathe for generations to 
come." 

This is just the latest action taken by the Cooper Administration to help combat climate change. Gov. 
Cooper recently signed into law House Bill 589, Competitive Energy Solutions for North Carolina, 
which will roughly double North Carolina's solar generation over the next four years.
